He mentioned 
that the ordinary white bread con- 
sumed by t ehBritish public is made 
of flour, water, salt, and yeast, and 
the two pound loaf sold for seven 
cents, Beside the ordinary bread a 
considerable amount of fancy bread 
is made mixed with milk and short- 
ening. If any comparison between 
American bread and English bread 
is made it should be with these 
fancy breads, he said. He further 
points out that in. Pngland the over- 


head costs are lower than for manu-! 


fatture and delivery. Bread ig dis- 
tributed directly by the bakers, 
which is undoubtedly cheaper than 
the methods employed in the United 
States.

GROWTH 

Is your child happy? The healthy 
child ig a happy child. Your child is 
born with certain possibilitie, and, 
in fairness to him, you should give 
him a chance to develop those to 
the full. 

It is much more important to con- 
sider whether your child is growing 
and developing ag he should rather 
thun to compare his growth and de- 
velopment with the average for 
other children. 

Growth means increase in 
The best growth is that which 
curs when all parts of the body grow 
in their proper relative importance. 
There is no evidence to indicate that 
rapid growth ig desirable. 

When most people speak of norm- 
al heights and weights, they refer 
to an average or standard. Any 
child or adult may vary considerably 
from the average and still b enorm- 
ral. As individuals, we vary one 
from the other, and so it is that it 
ig impossible to establish a normal 
for height or Weight in the sense of 
a fixed standard which every normal 
person would attain. 

Growth ig obviously desirable, It 
ig during the earliest months of life 
that the most rapid growth occurs, 
“Ay keeping an accurate record of 
the child’s growth, his gain in 
weight and height, we have a most 
valuable index to his general physi- 
cal condition. 

It is for this reason that regular 
weighing of the baby ig advised, and 
the practice should be continued, at 
longer intervals, throughout child- 
hood, Regular gain igs much more 
important than the actual weight at 
any one time. Failure to gain in 
weight, or loss of weight, suggests 
that something is wrong. 

The healthy child is, as we have 
said, a happy child, the healthy child 
gains regularly in weight. S80 we 
see that happiness and growth are 
related. The happy, healthy child 
hag rosy cheeks and red lips. He is 
active, alert, and interested so much 
so that he is somewhat strenuous 
and noisy. He does not have to be 
coaxed to eat. He sleeps soundly. 

‘ This is the picture of a healthy 
child. Do not think your child is 
healthy just because he is not sick, 
If he igs not growing properly, if he 
is quiet and uninterested in play, 
this does not mean that he is “a 
good boy;’’ it most likely indicates 
that he is not healthy.
